The Case Heard Before Judge Cothran and
& Jary in Charleston-Synopsis of the
Evidence--The Result.

The trial of Dr. A. N. Bellinget for
the killing of Stephney Riley on the
Snd October last, was had before Judge
Cothran in Charlestcn last week, com-
mencing on Tuesday. Solicitor J erveyv
appeaw'l for the State, while the de-
fence was represented by \iessm
Mitchell & Smith and the Hon, A. G.
Magrath. After several challenges a
jury, vomposed of twelve white meu,
was empaneled and sworn.  The first
witness for the State was Dr. Kinloch,
who simply described the five wounds
—two in the head and three in the
body.

W. W. DeVeaux described the en-
counter—or so much of it as he saw.
He stated that Riley was advancing on
Dr. Bellinger with “his head down “and
his right arm  ountstretched, and that
Dr. B. fired five times nt-zdl\ . Riley
fell, and Dr. Bellinger walked off.

Jamet Wells colored stated the eir-
cumstances of the encounter, and swore

that after Dr. Bellinger fired twice
Riley fell, and that after he fell Dr.
Bel.!mger shot him three times.

Selina Carter, coloved, described the
difficulty of the nwht before the kill-
ing, but her a.cconnt did not greatly
differ from Dr. Bellinger’s, summariz-
ed below. She saw only two shots,

qg’ in the homse, and then got
Riley™s pistol and raised the alarto.
When she got to Riler he was dead.

Alexander Williams, colored, stated
that he saw the morving encounnter,
and, after Dr. Beilmger shot TRiley
twice he (withess) saw him standing
over Riley’s prostrate body, aund fire
three times,

Joseph Cain testified to the encoun-
ter, and said he saw Dr. Bellinger
“stagger back”, and fire, and that the
Do:.tor fired twme into Rilev’s pros-
gaate body, and snapped his pistol after

Joseph Kennedy, colored, brought
out nothing new. He denied that he
said before the coroner that Dr. B. re-
treated from Riley into the middle of
the street, and tien fired.

The State here closed its case.

Dr. A. N. ‘Bellinger, the defendant,
was now sworn. He stated thaton
the night before the Kkilling he wasin
the streets, attending to “his regular

; g;ofesmonsl business, and that when
came to a point on Bunll street, be-
tween Smith and Rutledge, he heard
iond strokes of a whip, and cursing.
He said to the man {whom he fouud
to be Riley), “You ought to be
ashamed of beating that horse in that
manner; why don’t yon lead him on?”
Riley became angry and abased, cursed
defendant, flourished his whlp, and
came on him with a knife in his hand.

Defendant went off, leaving Riley
carsing and threatening.
The morning ef the homicide, de-

_fendast went on his usual rounds, by
@0 unusual route, and fearing violence
from Riley, put 2 pistol in his pocket.
He met Riley at the corner of Ball
and Smith streets. He saw Riley with
his baek to the fence, his arms akimbo
and legs stretched apart aud glaring st
bim in this manper.

Q. Where was he when you " fired
the first shot?

A. He was right on top of me.

The
last shot that L fired I was a farther
distance off, becanse I kept backing
and kept frikz.

Q. If you had not ﬁred what would
he have done?

A. He wonld have cat my throat.
He could bave taken me and held me
at arm’s length and cat my throat. [
have not as mach strength "as when 7
was 15. He conld have beld me off a¢
arms’slenghtband I conldn’t have reach-
ed him by six inches.

Q. What was his condition?

A. He was in a violent rage. He
cursed me, had threatened to kill me
and I was simply defending my life.

Solicitor Jervey said he had no gues-
tions to ask the witness.

T. F. Doyle testified that Le saw |
Dr. Bellinger and Rilex out in the|
street. Dr. B. was retreating, and
Riley was making after him with an
opexn knife in his hand. Did not sece
firing, but beard it. Witness’s horse
then Jumped off and carried hi:n out
of sight.

Leon and Alexander McLoy testified
to the good reputation and peaceable
character of the defendant.

IHugh Murr:y testified that ke saw
Riley at the railroad depot the morn-
ing after the night fuss, and Riley told
him that he (Riley) bad cursed Dr. B.
about kis= interference with him, and
bad also threatened him.

J. Gi DeVeanx said he saw Dr. B.
retreating from Riley, and then saw
tour or five shots fired in vapid suc-
cession.

The evidence of Kennedy before the
coroner was put in, to contradict his
statement as to what he then =aid.

James Kelly and J. C. Hemphill
stated tHat thev saw and talked with
Bellinger about 9 o’¢clock on the morn-
ing of the homicide, and he was in hLis
usaal rood humor—not excited. (The
killing occured abovt cleven o'clock.)

This closed the evidence.  Mr. Smith
proposed to submit the case without
argument, but the Solicitor declined.

Arguments were then made by
Judgc Magrath, Mr. Mitchell and the
Solicitor.

On Thursday the case went to the
jury, afterthecharge of the Judge, Thov
retired at 2. 40, p. m. At7 p.m., the
Judge told themn that if ther agreed by
ten, he would receive their verdict--
otherwise they conld remain. At that
hour they had made no sign, and they
were locked up till next morning.

THE RESULT.

On Friday morving the jury return-

ed into Court, saying < that it was im-

ssible for them to agree on any ver-

'cr A mistrial was accordingly en-

tered. The jury stovd eleven Tor uc-

quiital aud one for evnviction of man-
slaughter.

RAILROADS IN THE STATE.

New Roads, 0ld Roads and Roads that are
to be Built.

At a recent election held in Bul-
lock’s Creek township, York county,
on the guestion of subseribing bb-,OUU
to the capital stock of the Georgetown
and North Carolina Narrow (:autfc
Raiiroad, there were 570 vetes pollcd
Only 81 Yotes were polled against the
subscription, the majority in favor
being 214,

The people along the line of the
Augusta and Kuoxville Railroad are
loud in their complaints of the exces-
sive freight charges of that company.
The consequence is tha. large qmnn-
ties of cotton are being shipved by the
Savannah River. It is alleged that
the railroad in question has advanced
the freight charges on colton to
twenty- five cents per hundred pounds
and on other ciasses of freight pro-
portionately.

The Branchvilie Banner, speaking
of the opinion that is held in some
‘parts of Coileton county that the cor~
porators will apply the 860,000 of
county fands to the bmldmn' of the
road only from Walterboro to Green
Pond, says: “It has keen suggested,
and by those who have meaus to in-

vest in snch an enterprise, that if the
corporators wish to dispel snch im-
pressions from the public mind, and
establish the fact that their opposers
have misconstrued their intentions, and
at the same time invite the investment
of private capital in this enterprise,
let them have the survey made at ouce,
and when operations are begun let it
be simultaneously done at both (Green
Pond and Branchville, expeuding as
they go equai amounts on both ends of
this road.”

The work of laying the rails on the
Savannah Valley Railroad is being
actively pushed forward. The con-
struction party have arrived at the
river, and are now putting up the tem-
porary bridge, which will soon be fin-
ished, when the cars will pass over the
stream and track-laying will be con-
tinued.

The peopie of Johnston, Edgefield
county, are making efforts to raise
such a auhscmpnon a3 will place John-
ston ou the line of the road which it is
proposed to run from Greenville te
Port Royal, or some point on the At
lantic coast. At a meeling recently
held at Johmnston Capt. P. B. Waters
and Mr. W. J. Huiet were elected
delegates to 2 railroad meeting to dis-
cuss this matter, which will be held at
Ninety-Six ov thc 13th instant.

The friends and advocates of the
narrow gaoge road from Augusia to
New berrv met at Edgefield Courthouse
last Monday to discuss the building of
that road =ud the branch road from
Ninety-six to the main line. It isex-
pected that the people along the pro-
posed route from Ninety-Six to the
main line will boild that part of the
road by private subscriptions. It is
estimated that the main line can be
bailt for $100,000.

The Edueﬁeld Chronicle says *‘that
the bnvbt visions looked for from ihe
several railroad projects in view have
undoubtedly failed to bring any wave
of business" _prosperity to Edgefield. It
is about time now for the people to
stop dreaming and waiting and
to work and build a narrow gauge
railroad.”

The Abbeville Press and Banner,
speaking of the proposition to levy N
tax to grade the pmposed road from
Enngm’s to Abbeville and Greenwood,
says: If our people desire to levy a
tax for a road which would promisea
fair retarn we will, no doubt, make no
objection. Dut we certainly will not
join & crosade to levy the tax when
there is manifest opposition. We are
opposed io lynch law, no matter
whethor applied to persons or proper-
ty.”

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A MISPLACED SWITCH.

A Frightful Wreck on the Ealtimore and
Chio Eailroad.

A frichtful wreck occenrred at Dlue-
stone quarry neary Pitisburg, Pa, on
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad at
seven o'clock on Thursday morning.
Train No. 12, through cxpress from
Baltimore to Pittsburg, counsisting of
a sleeper, two coaches, two bagwage
and one express car, rau into & mis-
placed switch and was completely
wrecked. The sleeper roilled over an
embankment into the Youghionhenv
river. The other cars were upset and
the whole train was detached trom the
engine. Sixteen persons were injured
but none killed outright.

The repor:t of the wreek reached
Pitisburg about 9 o ‘clock aud caused
¢reat excitement, zs it was known

that many prominent men of Pittsburg
were expected on the train.  The acci-
dent disarranged tbe telegraph wires
and it was after 10 o'clock before the
following partizaiars of the accident
were received

The express train was abont fifteen
minutes late when it reached the place
where the wreck occurred. Al Blue-
stone quarry the track makes a sharp
curve around the river. A short dis-
tance back from the bank there is a
switch at the commencement of the
curve. Whether some one had left
the switch partly open or not is not
certain. The officinls of the road say
the switch had been tampered with,
evidently with the intention of caus-
ing a wreck. Had the switch been
open the train wounld have gone into it
all right and would have been stopped
before any damage had been done.
As it was, the train could go on neitu
er track. ‘Lhe result was that the
engiuc dashed along the ties, tearing
up  the track and causing the coaches
and sleeping cars to break loose and
dash on over the embankment in the
wildest confusion. The sleepiug car
rolled over aud stopped with its side
Iving in the bed of the river thirty fect
below. The two passenger coaches
stopped at the water’s cdge, but the
b-wuqrrc car went into the water.

There were Imany passengers o: t board.
The scene that followed was one that
begwared description. The cries of
the nuumrl were bheard from every
car. The frightened sprang from the
windows and struggled with each
other to escape from the rolling cars,
and the wails of pain were heard from
some who were held within the wreck.
Those who escaped uminjured were
too much startled for a time to render
assistance. Then they began tie res-
cue. A messenger was sent to Cer-
nellsville for medical as sistance, and
in a short time & corps of physicians
were sent up on a special train. The
injared, after baving their wonuds
dressed, were removed to tle hotels at
Corneileville, where th ev received
every attention that could be <_rlwn
them by the railroad company. hie
wreck caused great excitement at Cor=
netlsville, and thr hours afterwards

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TALK ABOUT TOBACCO.
A Practical Farmer's Experivnce with the
Weed—How to Plant, Cultivate and Cure.
ORANGEBURG, November 2.

To the Editor of the Newsand Corn-
rrer: I have cultivated tobaceo for my
own use for smoeking purposes, fur the
last twenty vears, and will give you
uy {.xpcnc.mc with it for the beuefit
of vour readers who contemplate giv-
ing it a izl next year.

TFirst. For the sced-bed select come
open «1101 in the woods w here  there
are not many tall trees, as too much
shade returds the growth ui tlic plants,
while some shade is advantageous.
Early in Janoary , if not sconer, “make
a large brush or log heap on the bed
and burn it 1!-010uUI|1\' I then spade
up the soil about ten or twelve inches
deep 2nd again barn a brush heap
upon it, and then let the spot stand
jora week or two, or until there
comes a shower of rain upon it, when
I again spade the =f10u1:.l (four or five
inches this time), so as to huve it in
the best tilth. I then scatter the sceds
over the spot and brash them in very
shallow, the seeds being so very small
you have to be very careful or vou will
fiave them too thick. If too thick on
the bed they areaptte be spindling
and are casilvy wilted down when
taken to the field. Otherwise they
will be stont and in better condition
to withstand the rays of the sun.
Plant beds on old lanads do not thrive
nearly o well as in the woods.

Secoud. In this latitude I find the
worms a very troublesome enemy to
the l2af and also to the seed that is
left to matuve. If the bug that depos-’
its the cges isnot eradicn sted the weeds
should be looked after twice if not three
times a week. Worming does not
comunence, however, until some time
tn June or about the first of July and
coutinues until the tobacco is ready
for the knife, but not so wmuch after
the leaves begin to et tongh as when
voung. Ifauy worms should be lett
on the stocks that are put in the house

for drying purposes.
